The New Department of Agricuiture. 


Among the acts of the late Legielature few 
are of greater interest, or perhaps of greater 
importance, to the pecple of the State, than 
the one authorizing the Governor to estab- 
lish a department of agriculture, The act 
provides that it shall be under the control of 
of an officer to be called the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and Senate, for 
a term of four years. His office shall be at 
the capitol of the State, and his salary $2,000 
a year, that of his clerk, $1,200. The act 
appropriates an additional sum of $10,000 to 
carry out the purposes for which the depart- 
ment is instituted. 

The duties of the Commissioner are varied 
aud important. He is 

1. To prepare a hand-book describing the 
geological formation, soil and products of 
every county in the State. The soils and 
minerals are to be analized, and all informa- 
tion upon those subjects is to be distributed 
in circular or pamphlet form through tke 
Ordinaries and the Agricultural Associations 
of the various counties. 

2. To distribut> any seeds furnisaed by the 
general government, to import seeds of 
value, and to exchange seeds with other 
States and with foreign countries. 

8. To investigate the habits of destructive 
insects, and to promptly issue circulars con- 
taining any useful information upon the sub- 
ject that may be acquired. 

4. To keep an eye out for anything that 
will promote the interests of our horticultu- 
rists an‘ fruit-growers. 

5. To study the ci-esses of the various 
crops of the State, Vd Le is authorized to 
employ a chemist and a geologist to assist 
him in the diagnosis. : 

6. To analize every kind of fertiliz.r sold 
in the State, of which a fair sample must 
first be submitted to the Commissioner. If 
any brand be found of no practical value, its 
sale shall be prohibited in the State. To sell 
such worthless fertilizers, or to sell any kind 
of fertilizer, without first submitting a
